Strange Experience of a Minister’s 
Daughter—Her Separation and 
Return to her Husband—What 
a Lawsuit Disclosed 


ALBANY, June 16.—Henry George, a 
young Albanian, in moderate circum- 
stanves, married Hattie Clapham the 
oe and pretty daughter of the Rev. 

filliam Clapham of this city,two years 
ago. For nearly a year the couple 
lived ig! tozether, one child being 
born to them, but in April, 1875, Mrs. 
George began to see that there was a 
coldness springing up on the part of 
her husband. monstrance with him 
brought only renewed and increasing 
coldness, until finding such a condition 
insupportable, Mrs anne demanded 
an explanation. Mr. George informed 
her that he had become a con- 
vert to the Shaker belief in- celibacy, 
and felt that he was shaming God and 
himself by living in the married state. 
Repeated arguments ensued between 
nusband and wife after this statement, 
but he held firmly to his opinions. Fi- 
nally he told her that they must havea 
separation ; that he must go to the 
Shaker community in Watervliet, a 
few miles above this city, and enroll 
himself among the faithful. To this, 
Mrs. George for a long time objected ; 
but at length, having consulted with 
her friends, she consented to a separa- 
tion without absolute divorce. George 
then wentto Watervliet and entered 
fully into the practices ofthe Shakers, 
and Mrs. George, with her child, re- 
turned to her parents. 

Matters continued quiet until last 
fall, when George appeared at his 
wife’s father’s house and begged for- 
giveness of his wife for his desertion, 
claiming that he had changed his 
views, was no longer a Shaker, and 
that he had only been hired by them 
to docertain work. She gladly forgave 
him and consented to live with him 
again as his wife. After a few days he 
urged her to return with him to the 
Shaker village, where, he said, he had 
leased a house, and where she could 
remain while he continued 
to work for the commu- 
nity. Without hesitation she 
agreed to go. On arrival she found 
that her husband was still in full com- 
munion with the Shakers, that no 
house had been leased, and that she 
was assigned to apartments in the 
houses of fhe sisters. George told her 
that he had never forsaken the Shaker 
faith, that he was as. much of that be- 
lief as ever, and that desired her to be- 
come a convert also. On her refusal, he 
said thatif she did not become one she 
and her baby would have to go to the 
poor house. 

Mrs. George wrote to her father, re- 
counting the circumstances, and re- 
quested hisaid. He replied promptly 
by visiting Watervliet and again tak- 
ing his daughter to hishome. He also 
made » demand for some furniture 
which Mrs. George had taken with her, 
but George refused to deliver this up, 
claiming that it was his property as be- 
longing to his wife. Mr. Clapham 
in reply showed the deed of 
separation, agreeing that Mrs. 
George should have the 
turniture, but this George said had 
been vitiated by his subsequent cohab- 
itation with her. Mr. Ciapham ap- 
pealed to the courts here, and yesterday 
a replevin writ was granted him upon 
which to recover the furniture, and in 
the hearing of which this story came 
out. George did not appear at the 
trial, and the suit went against him by. 
default. 

Mrs. George said that while the Sha- 
kers did not urge her to beconie a con- 
vert during her residence among them, 
they saidthey hoped her conscience 
would impel her to that course. 
During her stay they told her that 
her husband, if guilty of what she 
charged him with, should not be al- 
lowed so remain a momentin the socie- 
tv, but subsequently changed their 
minds and declared that they would 
keep him forever asa member of the 
society, notwithstanding his violation 
in hisresumption of marital relations 
with her of one of the cherished rules 
of the society. 

Mrs. George isa young and prepos— 
sessing woman, and does not appear to 
e much heart-broken atthe loss of 
such a husband.

TAMMANY AT ST. LOUIS. 


Going West by a Fast Train on the 
Central. 


New York World. 


Arrangements for the visit of the 
Tammany delegation to St. Louis have 
been completed, and the delegates, ac- 
companied by from 350 to 400 of their 
friends—all leading representatives of 
the party in this city—will leave for 
that city by the eight o’clock train of 
the New York Central road next Fri- 
day evening, and wili,it is expected, 
reach St. Louis by one o’clock Sunday 
afternoon via the Toledo. Wabash and 
Western road. The delegation will oc- 
cupy the new Wagner palace cars 
which will be handsomely decorated 
with flags and be pulled by a new 
locomotive. The train is to have the 
right-of-way over the whole route, and 
will, it is believed, make the quickest 
time ever made between this city and 
St. Louis, The delegates and their 
companions will meet at Tamman 
hall at six o’clock Friday evening, an 
march to the grand central depot, Mr. 
Edward L. Donally, treasurer of the 
Tammany general committee, arrived 
at St. Louis yesterday, and will make 
arrangements for having the delega- 
tion provided with all 
accommodations at 
dell Heuse. Augustus Schell, 
chairman of the democratic 
national committee, which meets at St. 
Louis Monday next, John Kelly, ex- 
Congressman W. R. Roberts, Frederick 
Smyth, Hugh Donnellv, Alderman Tu- 
omey and several others left for that 
city by the eight o’clock train of the 
New York Central road last evening. 
It is expected that the total number of 
Tammany democrats from this city at 
St. Louis will not be less than 500,some 
of whom will make their headquarters 
at the Southern hotel. Prominent dem- 
ocrats throughout the state who are op- 
posed to the nomination of Mr. Tilden 
will meet ait Albany, Rochester and 
Buffalo to-morrow, and will reach Sr. | 
Louis On Saturday. 

The Tammany aldermen held a meet- 
ing after the adjournment of the board 
yesterday and resolved to leave for St. 
Louis either on Thursday or Friday. 
They will be accompanied*by some 
friends who have expressed a desire to 
attend them on théir journey. 

The Young Men’s Democratic club, 
of which Commissioner Townsend Cox 
is president, met last evening at 17 
Union Square, and made arrangen ents 
for sending a delegation. of twenty-five 
to represent the club at the St. Louis 
gathering of the democratic clans. The 
delegation will work as a unit for the 
nomination of Gov. Tilden. They will, 
leave for St. Louis on Friday, and will 
meet atthe rooms of Mr. Charles F. 
McLean counsel to the police board of 
this city, at the Southern hotel, on 
Sunday. Mr. Edward Cooper, who isa 
member of the club, will probably ac- 
company the delegation with a large 
representation in the interest of Gov. 
Tilden.

Crop Notes. 


—Augusta Chronicle: The damage 
by the recent freshet is estimated at 
$100,000 to $200,000. Corn and cotton 
crops on bottom lands were totally de- 
stroyed. Fields will have to be plow- 
ed over again and replanted, with the 
additional disadvantage that the stock 
is worn out, having already planted 
one crop. One farmer had two hun- 
dred acres in corn and Hungarian 
grass, which cost him fifteen dollars per 
acre. All of this is lost. 

—Perry Home Journal: Corn is 
looking well—stand usually good, well 
worked out, and growing rapidly. 
Oats have been garnered and the yield 
proved satisfactory. Cotton is doing 
very well sugar cane is reported as ex- 
traordinarily fine. A larger area than 
usual has been planted in sweet pota- 
toes and this valuable crop for man 
and beast isin an excellent condition. 

-—Talbotton Standard: Crops are stead- 
ily improving. A Mr. Ryall NcClung, 
of this county has tobacco that is four 
feet high and measures four feet from 
tipto tip ofthe leaves. Mr. 

Mathews, one of our Talbot county 
iarmers planted twelve bushels of 
wheat on aboutas manv acres and 
gathered acrop of two hundred and 
twenty bushels from it. Corn is being 
laid by andis looking well. Wheat 
harvested, a fair yield reaped.We know 


horse wagon loads of wheat from fifteen 
acres of sandy land, without any fertil- 
izing. 

—Milledgeville Recorder: Dr. Jas. W. 
Herty thrashed out 250 bushels of oats 
raised on five acres ot land—one acre 
- which, (measured,) yieided 54 bush- 
els. 

—Talbotton Standard: Cropsin Ma- 
rion county are fine. Almost every 
farmer has sown largely of wheat, rve 
and oats. I never saw but little rye 
until lcame here. The leading farmer 
of this county, has about one hundred 
acres of this excellent grain. It is very 
fine. During plough-time he feeds his 
stock almost entirely on it. Oats are 
very fine. A great many have been 
sown, and there will be a large cuanti- 
ty raised. Wheat was injured very 
badly by rust. But little more than 
half acrop will be realized. Another 
prominent feature of the redeeming 
stamp, found here, is hogs. AJl the 
first men of the county are raising 
}theirown meat at home. I kiuow of 
one man who bas at least seventy fine 
shoats. 


—Lumpkin Independent: The peach 
crop and apple crop are an entire fail- 
ure. 


— Dawson Journal: Mr. Wright Mer- 
ritt the old gentleman who carries the 
mail from here to Morgan, says 100 
acres of oats for every mile between 
Dawson and Morgan within sight of 
the road, were planted last fa!l, and 
that they are the finest he ever saw. 
The farmers along the road, without a 
single exception, saved their oats in 
good order. He also informs us that 
he has lived in Calhoun county for 40 
years, and never within his knowledge 
did corn and cotton look better at th 
season of the year. 


—Lawrence\ ille Herald: Wheat cvoy 
almost an entire failure. Corn and 
cotton are very peoning. Oats are 
looking fine, and unless they are in- 
jured by rust or a storm, we may saio- 
~ ealeulate upon a fine yield. 


—Eastman Times: James E sbannon, 
sr., has fives acres in corn that will :. y- 
erage 60 bushels per acre.

—Dawson Journal: The condi- 
tion of crops is generally good, 
as all know, an immense crop of 
oats has been made and harvested 
which is said by the oldest of our citi- 
zens, to be the finest ever raised in this 
country. Corn is very fine indeed— 
never looked more promising at this 
season,of th year. Larger area plant- 
ed tian u-hal. Cotton, too, is very 
promising, and itis believed that a 
good crop will be made. An unusually 
large area of cane,millet, rice, peas, po- 
tatoes, etc., has been planted, all of 
which looks well. Some farmers will 
raise meat enough to do them another 
year, if no disaster befall thefr hogs. 

—Quitman Reporcer: Crops of all 
kinds in Dooly county are looking fine 
and promising, and cotton especially is 
said to be better than :t was ever known 
to be at this time of year. There is 
considerable more corn planted this 
year than was last, and I hear that 
hands have worked better and given 
their employers less trouble than they 
have for the past few years. I notice 
great many farmers have been experi- 
menting with wheat, and have met 
with satisfactory results. The hogs 
are dying with the cholera, which caus- 
es the farmers to assume their “hard 
time faces.” 

—Monroe Advertiser: The wheat 
crop is yielding net much more than 
one half of what was expected from it 
a few weeks since. The oat crop is 
splendid, some farmers think they will 
get a yield of near one hundred bush- 
els per acre. The corn and cotton 
crops are very promising. The plants 
are vigorous and large enough. The 
critical period of corn making is yet to 
be passed through, but if three or four 
more good rains come at the proper 
time, the supply of corn will be the 
most ample for many years past. Cot- 
ton is growing finely, the stand is very 
good, and altogether the 
prospect for a large crop 
of the fleecy staple is flattering. 
From Dr. L. B. Alexander who has 
just returned from a visit to his plan~ 
tation in Houston county, we learn 
that the crop prospect is as good or 
better than for years. Corn is very 
promising, cotton will average from 
knee high to waist high, is growing 
finely and is fruiting plentifully. The 
farmers are much encouraged, and if 
the caterpillar and other deadly foes 
will hold off for one year the people 
willcome very near seeing through 
the gloom that has surrounded them 
fora long time. The negroes are work- 
ing well, having fully realized that 
they can make more by digging the 
ground than by neglecting their crops 
and devoting their attention to poli- 
tics.

As the fruit season is near at hand 
we venture a few suggestions to persous wish- 
ing todry fruit. As wehave been inthe dried 
fruit trade many years, we think we know what 
is required by the trade to makeit bring the 
highest prices. 
BRIGHTNESS AND UNIFORMITY OF COLOR 
are the most essential requirements to obtain 
the best prices. Unpeeled peaches cut in ha.ve:; 
bring about one cent rpound more than if 
cut in quarters. Peeled peaches bring as much 
insm lie pieces asin large ones, and are more 
easily dried bright. Applesshould be dried 
very thin to bring the best prices To make 
bright fruit,cutitas soon as it is ripe, before it 
gets mellow or soft, thatit may dry before it 
rots, it makes brighter fruit to cut it before it is 
ihoroughly ripe and dries qu‘cker. Do not mix 
bright and dark fruic together, asit sells better 
k«pt separate. There might be much money 
made by drying blackberries. We wili buy ail 
we can get at market value, most likely five to 
eight cents per pound,
